“Ben Franklin econom ics” is bow a writer 


In one of those incredibly self-assured academic 


quarterlies refers to such quaint notions as bal­ 


anced budgets and debt reduction. 


Rut in rejecting Ren Franklin they em ­ 


brace Lewis Carroll, the roguish mathematician 


w hose ‘‘Alice in W onderland” has becom e a 


classic treatise on inverted logic. 


Their theory is that far from being the road 


to fiscal ruin, as orthodox economists teach, un­ 


balanced budgets and mounting public debt lead 


to boundless prosperity and the end of poverty 


and misery. 


It is an ingenious theory, and “liberal” poli­ 


ticians find it im m ensely comforting. It fortifies 


their inclination to avoid unpopular measures, 


such as econom y in governm ent. The trouble is 


that history is on the side of orthodoxy. 


The United States has had mostly unbal­ 


anced budgets for a generation, and the public 
debt has risen nearly $50 billion since 1940. lf 


the 
new philosophy were sound, the 
nation 


should he in the midst of the wildest boom in 


its history. 


N o matter how inconsequential it is made 


to seem, the national debt represents m oney 


that has been borrowed from millions of people. 


Sooner or later it will have to be repaid, a prob­ 


lem that it is distinctly unpaternal to put off on 


our grandchildren.

The Russians conduct the Cold War with d ra m a tic 
E x citem en t 
The two Cosm onauts were sent into space 
for the purpose of creating a new political atm osphere 
concerning Berlin 
This was not a diversion but a 
direct hit. 
It has been Russian 'actin s since the R evo­ 
lution in 1917, to combine all activities into a single 
form ula. 
There are no isolated plans. 
Almost im m e ­ 
diately after the two C osm onauts orbited. Khrushchev- 
indicated two courses: 


1 
He would try to settle the Berlin question by 
intimidation; 


2 
He might come to the United States to attend 
the United Nations in New York and to visit President 
Kennedy for a direct talk.

President Kennedy has to say that he will receive 
the peasant because the am enities as between g o vern­ 
m en ts must be m aintained.

T h ey 're 
at the football gam es. 
Football 
is their sport and they're goofy 
about it.

M adrid holds 125,000 people, five 
tim es as rn an J as the bullring in 
M adrid and you can hardly buy a 
seat. 
The new spapers print five 
tim es as m uch about football as 
about the bulls 
You can talk to 
young 
Spaniards 
who 
haven't 
been to a fullfight in y ears and 
couldn't care less. 


Of course, the bull rings are 
doing well, too. 
But then Spam 
is full of tourists who buy the 
best seats and keep the prices up. 
The new bullring at Fuengirola — 
very m odern, very ugly, no a r c h ­ 
es to impede the view—w as built 
for tourists, not for Spaniards at 
all.
